British Officer's Opinion of Bolsheviks. 

Sapper (author of ‘‘Sergeant Michael 
Cassidy”; Men, Women and Guns, etc.) 
writes to the editor of the Daily Mall, 
London:— 

At the present moment, when indust¬ 
rial trouble is rife, and, at any rate, 
some of ua fear that even In this country 
the fanatics are ‘riding for a fall,” It may 
be of interest to give a small extract out 
of a letter I have recently received from 
a senior officer serving in the British 
Military Mission to South Russia. 

This officer has no idea that I am 
quoting from his letter, but, in view of i 
the tendency in some quarters to regard 
Bolshevism as merely a political creed, 

I have no hesitation in violating the 
secrecy of a private communication. 
My only regret is that, for obvious rea¬ 
sons, I cannot give his name as a proof 
of goodwill. 

He writes as follows:— 

"I don’t know what stunt you’re on, 
but if lt'B the Journalistic touch, why 
not come out here and do a bit of writ¬ 
ing up? By heavens, there’s plenty to 
do, and plenty to write about. There is 
not one single horrible, bestial thing that 
men (and women) have the power to do 
that these unutterable swine, the Bol¬ 
sheviks, have not done. Burning wo¬ 
men alive, and then cutting them free 
when Just not dead—particular case I’m i 
thinking of was a very pretty woman in 
Russian Petrograd society before who Is 
now a charred wreck, and no crime ex¬ 
cept being a ‘bourgeolse.’ 

“At Kleff, just captured, 37 Bolsheviks 
shut themselves up in a room with 5 
women and girls, the youngest being 14 
years old. All five are now lunatics. 

“Just before it was taken the Bol- 
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“Just before It was taken the Bol¬ 
sheviks shot close on 500 men. women, 
and boys—no crime except that they 
were ‘bourgeois* or ‘had the appearance 
of a bourgeois.' or ‘were of independent 
demeanour.’ The bodies were being ex¬ 
humed from the common pit into which 
they were thrown on the 9th September. 
They had then got about 100 out. 

“In this particular case none of these 
bodies up to then had showed signs of 
torture, but this was not the case with 
the bodies of those murdered jUBt be¬ 
fore Kharkoff was taken by us. There 
most of the well-known forms of physi¬ 
cal torture were in evidence; including 
knotted cord round head. Ailing with 
water, mutilation, skinning alive. 

“Moral torture is also used quite a 
lot. the usual thing being to puf men 
condemned to be murdered info cells 
with others, who do not know their fate.: 
\ur u \*rw Sn/tiTh Wh/ii- Vnvy wre Vh'rkii 
out to be shot. It is said that in Kieff; 
the slaughter was so brutal tfiat even 
the Chinese struck and the commissars j 
(95 per cent, of whom are Jews) had to 
finish the Job themselves.” 

There Is more in the same strain, but 
I will refrain from quoting further. One 
would healtate to claim that these condi -1 
(ions hold all over Bolshevik Russia; atf 
the same time, as a “Political creed” it I 
would appear to have Its drawbacks.

A short linn* ap> I was passing 
down a -*ireel in a hmnlOe quarter 
• <f Moscow, where 1 was attracted hy 
much screaming ami shouting. wJileli 
tame from a crowd standing outside 
a baker’s shop. A young woman, 
with a market hag in her hand, was 
struggling with a couple of Bed 
Guards. As Is usual in ltussia when 
anything happens in the street, peo¬ 
ple crowd round, shout and scream, 
and give ihelr advice right and left 
When someone is arrested a great 
and noisy argumentation takes place 
among the crowd, the arrester and 
ihe arreted. So it was in this ease. 
The woman had been accused of 
counter-revolutionary activity Her 
great crime was that she had been 
discontented with the chaff-bread the 
Bolshevik authorities were dealing 
out to the people Above all. she had 
dared to exclaim that under the 
Czar the people got bread, and not 
chaff. She had been immediately re¬ 
ported by a zealous Bolshevik, and 
the Bed Guards had come to take 
her to prison. She declared she could 
not digest the Bolshevik bread, and 
that what she said about the Czar’s 
bread was perfectly true. She ar¬ 
gued and resisted for sonn* time, till 
at last an ugly Lett Uod Guard took 
up his rifle mid knocked her down 
with the butt-end. In a few moments 
slit* expired. Her skull was shatter¬ 
ed . and the brains came out. When 
1 passed down the street an hour 
later her body was still lying in 
the gutt< r A small crowd stood 
gazing at it The sight was usual, so 
they did not trouble, .lust as | came 
up a cat came out of the baker’s 
shop and ate sonic of the scattered 
brains.

ULOKY IN THK Ul'TTEK. 

An obi Russian general, once 
glorious in battle, now, thanks to the 
liolshcviUs, selling papers in tlio 
street, turned to me. and said. “See 
what we've li\cd to. Holy Russia's in 
tile hands of tin* Anti-Christ (»er- 
mans. Jews, and Letts all luixe Rus¬ 
sia in their power, and govern the 
land." Then pointing to the hotly, 
he added. "And that ts the only way 
out for all Russians who darn to tnttr- 
nmr against the foreigner’s yoke." 

So numerous are the execution* 
that cotlins cannot he nmde In suffl- 
eietit numbers or time. I lmvn seen 
cartloads of corpses from the prisons 
passing through the streets in the 
small hours of the mottling, often a 
prisoner is executed after long de¬ 
tention in prison in order to make 
room for a newcomer, as the pri¬ 
sons are overcrowded. 

I once went to the Taganka prison 
in Moscow to see a friend who had 
been kept in prison a long time with¬ 
out any accusation save that of being 
a rich man. Time after time he re- 
fused to pay the enormous bribe his 
IJolshevik guards demanded for Ills 
release Indeed, he had no money, 
neither had his friends, for in com¬ 
mon with all other folk he was a 
poor tin* Holsberiks can lento a 
man. Ills factory was taken by the 
HoMtovjk workmen and completely 
mined. Itis war bonds annulled, ids 
house and furniture confiscated, and 
Hoi she*’, ised. He had not a copeck left. 1 
K\entiling had passed into the hands 
of Holshevism When I goi to the* pri¬ 
son I found hi- wife was waiting to 
sop him She had brought him sonic 
food. When we .succeeded at last in

We were 
a small party. There were among us 
Prince Yagarino and Count Kutais- 
soff. whose father was for some time

SAVED HY A PASSPORT 

We had just sat down to dinner 
when a body of soldiers and sailors j 
nf tin* Red Guard broke in upon us I 
and ordered us to go out and get Into 
dung-carts. Some of the ladies were 
also ordered to get in. although they 
| were in flimsy robes. The Bolshevik 
guards told uh we were to be driven 
to the local Soviet, a* we were sus- 
pet ted of a plot against the Bolshe- : 

| \ iks. They were very brutal, and 
drn\e us recklessly, in the middle of 
a pine forest they made us get out of 
the dung-carts aud line up against 
the trees. The ladles were set aside. 
The Red Guards prepared to shoot 
the men. I pulled out my British pass¬ 
port and threatened them with the 
direct results if they touched me. My 
words had effect, and I was sent 
aside with the women, but 1 was 
powerless to aid the men. A few mo¬ 
ments after they were shot. The* la¬ 
dies and myself were driven hack In¬ 
fo the dung-carts and taken home.

.lust before I left Moscow, l was 
moved almost to tears by a little in¬ 
cident. Knowing that I was leaving 
for Kngland. an aged, white-haired 
Russian prince embraced me time af¬ 
ter time. and. to my great surprise 
and amazement, fell at my feet and 
kissed them. In heart-broken tones he 
Pegged pardon of the Allies for Bol¬ 
shevik treachery, and implored me 
to tell people in Kngland that real 
Russians were and still are faithful 
to the cause of the Allies. All he de¬ 
sires and hopes is that the Allies will 
decide to semi aid to their friends in 
Russia to rosette them from the ter¬ 
rible yoke which prevents them from 
taking up arms and rallying Russia 
to fight tin* common foe I

To arrlva in England from Russia |§ 
like passing from a dungeon to the light 
of day. In England you hare food for 
|your mouths, beds for your body, law and 
| order all over the land, and a hopeful 
I outlook of victory and triumph for tb« 
'future (writes the Roy. George Frank- 
'ham Shell in the London "Evening Stan¬ 
dard”). I do not know a single man, 
unless he be a Bolshevik or a Germin', 
who would not sacrifice all he has (If tbs' 
Gormans and Bolsheviks bare left him 
anything) in order to get out of Russia. 
A Gorman has certainly no desire to quit 
the country, for his Interests are in- 
i violable, and. In concert with his Bol¬ 
shevik agents, he Is preparing his after¬ 
war economic conquest of Russia As for 
Russian patriots, and capitalists of ail 
Allied nations, the Bolsheviks have re¬ 
served for them no piece in the land, save 
In tbclr grave, or In prison, or as penni¬ 
less outcasts on the road. 

| J^enln and Trotaky have no tolerance 
for non-Bolsheviks. Everyone must de¬ 
clare his political adherence, and he must 
at least express “sympathy with the Bol¬ 
shevist Government.” All others art 
actual or potential counter-revolutionar¬ 
ies, to be watched and suppressed. The 
slightest murmur of discontent with tb# 
Bolshevik Kingdom Come Is set down m 
counter-revolutionary activity, and the 
guilty one Is either despatched to a bet¬ 
ter world or thrown into prison for a 
taste of how life can be worse. 

A short time ago 1 was passing down a 
street In a humble quarter of Moscow, 
when.I was attracted by much acre'imlng 
and shouting, which came from a crowd 
standing outside a baker’s shop. a poor 
woman with a market bag In her hand 
wna struggling with a couple of Red 
Guards. As la usual In Russia wb«n 
anything happens lo the street, people 
crowd round, snout and scream, and give 
their advice right and left. When some¬ 
one Is arrested a’great end noisy argu¬ 
mentation takes place nmong the crowd, 
the arreater, and the arrested. So It 
wna in this case. The woman had been 
accused of counter-revolutionary activity. 
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accused of counter-revolutionary activity 
Her great crime wag that uhe had been 
dlarontented with the chaff-bread tb» 
Bolshevik authorities v*>ie dealing out 
to the people. Above all. abo had dared 
to exclaim that und-r the Czar the people 
got bread and not chalf. She had beeu 
Immediately reported by a zealous Bol¬ 
shevik. and the Red Guarda had come to 
take her to prison. She declaxed. 
could not digest the Bolshevik bread, and 
.that wfiat she had said about the Czar>i 
bread waa perfectly true. She argued and 
resisted for pome time, till at last an uglv 
Lett Red Guard took up bla rltle and 
knocked her down with the butt-end. In a 
few momenta she expired. Her skull was 
shattered, and the brains came out. When 
I passed down the street an bour later 
her body was still lying In the gutter a 
small crowd stood gazing at it. The dlght 
was usual, so they did not trouble. Just 
as I canifl up, a cat came out of tbs 
baker’s shop, and ate some of the scatter¬ 
ed bralna. The crowd looked on uncon¬ 
cerned. 

An old Russian general, once glorious in 
battle, now, thanks to Kie Bolsheviks, 
selling papers In the street, turned to 
me, and said: "See what we've lived to. 
Holy Russia's In the hands of Autl- 
r-hrlBt. Germans. Jews, and Ivetta all bav* 
Russia In their power, and govern the 
land." Then, pointing to the body, he 
added, "And that la the only way our for 
all Russians who dare to murmur agalut 
the foreigner’s yoke.” 

So numerous are the executions tbit 
coffins cannot be made In sufficient num¬ 
bers or lime. I have seen cartloads of 
corpses from the prisons passing through 
the streets In the email hours of the morn¬ 
ing. Often a prisoner Is executed after 
long detention in prison, in order to maze 
room for a newcomer, as the prisons are 
overcrowded. 

1 once went to the Taganka prison fn 
Moscow, to se© a friend who had been k-pt 
in prison a long time without any accus¬ 
ation save that of bolDg a rich man T.mo 
after time he refused to pay the enormous 
bribe bis Boleebvik guards demanded for 
his release. Indeed, he had no money, nei¬ 
ther had his frlendn. for. in common with 
all oilier folk, he was as poor as in# 
Bolsheviks can leave a man. Hia factory 
was taken by the Bolshevik workmen, and 
completely ruined, his war bonds annulled, 
his bouse and furniture confiscated and

Bolshevist. He had not a copeck left. 
Everything had passed Into the bands 
of Bolshevism. Wheu I got to the prison 
I found his wife was waiting to see 
him. She had brought bim some food. 
When we succeeded at last in getting his 
name attended to hy a Red Guard, and the 
food had been handed in, we were sur¬ 
prised to see the man come back with a 
bundle. “You won'Ube able to see your 
huisband to-day.” he said to the lady. 
*Tve brought you his clothes. We finish¬ 
ed him off last night!” 

Not long ago I was at a Russian gentle¬ 
man's country bouse. We were a small 
party. There were among us Prince Ya* 
garlne and Count Kutaiseoll, whose* father 
was for some time Governor of Siberia, 
and years ago Russian military attache 
In Eondon. 

Wo had Just sat down to dinner when 
a body of aoldiers and sailors of the 
Red Guard broke In upon us and ordered 
us to go out and get into dung-cart*. 
Some of the ladles were also ordered to 
get in, although they were In dims; 
robes. The Bolshevik guards told us w« 
were to be driven to the local Soviet, 
as we were suspected of a plot against 
the Bolsheviks. They were very brutal 
and drove us recklessly. In the midd«t» 
of a pine forest they made us get out **f 
the dung-carts and line up against the 
trees. The ladles w-ere set aside. The 
Red Guards prepared to shoot the meu. 

I pulled out my British passport, and 
threatened them with the direst results 
if they touched me. My words had ef¬ 
fect. and I was set aside with the wo¬ 
men, but I was powerless to aid the men. 

A few momenta after they were shot 
The ladies and myself were driven hack 
Into the dung-certs and taken home. 

People In England cannot imagine Into 
what depths of barbarism Russia Is be 
ing dragged by Bolshevism. All the cul¬ 
tured elements of the population are be 
ing exterminated, and the rabble is mas¬ 
ter of‘all. I bring a cry for help from 
patriotic Russia, from Orthodox Russia 
from the real Russia. 

Just before I left Moscow I was moved 
almost to tears by a little incident 
Knowing that I wa« leaving for England 
an aged, white-haired Russian prince em¬ 
braced me time after time, and, to m/ 
great surprise and amazement, fell at 
my feet and klaaed them. In heart-broken 
tones he beared nardnn ne the Allies for " 
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•u/ «hq Kinnw mrm. jn neari.oruM" 
tones ho begged pardon of the Mile* for' 
Bolshevik treachery, and Implored me t.o 
I tell the people In England that real Ru»- 
Blana were and still are ^faithful to the 
cause of the Allies. All he deaire* and 
I hopes Is that the Alllee will decide to 
I send aid to their friends In Russia to 
rescue them from ^the terrible yok« 
which prevents them from taking «P 
arms and rallying Russia to fight tha 
common foe.

of the social fabric. Mr. Wilton gives facta

When it 
came into the light of day with Lenin’* 
usurpation of the fiovetnment in lYtrogrud 
it m troubles began. It had to conclude ail 
immediate peace, and feed and enrich the 
inob— or perish. Obviously bolshevism is a 
destructive, not a constructive, agency. It 
has laid waste the country, agricultural^ 
and industrially. It offers no practicable 
method of feeding anil clothing the people. 
Kvcti if the lieriunu terms Ik* accepted— 
viz., exploitation ol the Hnssian grain mar¬ 
ket and duty free entry of Uernwn goods—

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the llusaiun cities will starve, and the Hus- 
sian peasant will go in rags. Moreover, all 
who could leave tlie cities have Hcd home 
to their villages, and it is unlikely that any 
surplus food will be available for export 
from Kuropean Ur,Haiti for a long time to 
come. Thus from an economic point of 
view the continuance of the present regime 
is an iiui>o8sibiIity." 

The Bolsheviks from the first were oj>- 
poxed to any compromise with the “l»our- 
geoisie." as they called all classes other 
than the protelariat. As war could not be 
carried on without the aid of the “bour¬ 
geoisie." they desired an immediate and 
separate i»eace. That was where they dif¬ 
fered from Kerensky. and from what was 
in the early days of the revolution the 
Socialist majority.* Like other socialists, 
they wan toil a “new enrtb,” hut with re¬ 
lentless logic they sought it in the ruin of 
societv. The two types of *ocUl»in« Were 
personified in the rival leader*, Lenin and 
Kerensky, ‘between whom Mr. Wilton in¬ 
stitutes a comparison that sheds much light 
n]»on the course of events. Lenin, it ap¬ 
pears. was greatly superior to Kerensky as 
a revolutionary- They both came originally 
from the Kime Volga imivince. but while 
Kerensky was still an undergraduate Lenin, 

Ins senior bv 17 years, had'already made a 
name for himself as a leader in the socialist 
world. Lenin was of gentle birth, a country 
Kquire. his real name being Vladimir 
l hanov. He was embittered in youth by 
the fate of his brother, who perished on the 
H<atfold .n 1887. At the university he de¬ 
voted himself to the study of Marx, and 
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voted himself to the study ol Marx, anti 
characteristically he espoused the_quasi- 
BoWhevisru of the early Marxian revelation, 
ivhile steadfastly repudiating the more 
____—— 

moderate tendencies of bit master’* 
teaching. -He liecama a revolutionary' out¬ 
law, and in the “nineties” tasted the 
“sweet**’ of Siberia. Then he went abroad, 
and in 1903. at Stockholm, proclaimed the 
Bolshevik doctrine. In 1905 be returned to 
IVtrograd. and became the guiding spirit 
of the tin* Soviet. Kerensky was then 
only beginning to “conspire.” 

In the period of reaction which followed 
upon the abortive revolution of 1995 Lenin 
whm again obliged to live in exile abroad. 
When the war broke out he was in Austiia. 
At first he wan arrested as a Ru-Man s;y, 
but on the recommendation of on Austrian 
Socialist he regained bis liberty. Then he 
entered into relations with the enemy 
(lovernmeut*. He anil bis friend loltubow- 
ski were respectively commissioned to 
foment a Tevolution in Rnssia an<l start a 
separatist movement in the Lkraine. Pas¬ 
sage in a “sealed" car was provided for 
Lenin and his accomplices through tier- 
many. '‘There i« no doubt," fays Mr. 
Wilton, “that lie deliberately entered into 
an arrangement with hi* country’s foe* and 
used tiermnn money to propagate bis doc¬ 
trines. To a fanatic who repudiates nation¬ 
ality and nationhood (except for one cla>a) 
there is nothing derogatory in such a pro¬ 
ceeding. To him all means were good pro¬ 
vided he could achieve his end. It was in 
the application of his ideas that he stood 
apart from hi* countrymen, and we find him 
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apart from his countrymen, and we find mm 
constrained to rely on the aid of almost 
exclusively non-Ru^ian elements. The 
majority of his principal associates were of 
the pseudo-Jew class—the hate-laden pro¬ 
duct of the Pole. Without them, and with¬ 
out the help of German agents like Robert 
Grimm, and German gold conveyed through 
well-known banks in Petrograd, he could 
never have assured the ephemeral triumph 
of Bolshevism.'* Kerensky, on the other 
hand, Mr.. Wilton describes as a highly 
strung, hysterical young man pbo tried to 
lead the army and play the autoc rat. "But 
tilt* greatness that was thrust upon him 
reached far above his nieutal and moral 
calibre. He was not of gentle birth or ujh 
hringing. nor a statesman by genius or tx- 
perience. Well-intentioned, he found him¬ 
self torn by a thousand conflicting cares 
and interests.” 

Ruthl^w Ja is Mr. Wilton’s exposure of 
the errors of Bolshevism, it is hardly more 
ruthless than hi* detailed exposure of the 
sins of the autocratic regime. That the 
revolution, with its chaos and iU excesses, 
became inevitable was due mainly, mcord¬ 
ing to his vivid narrative, to the dark forces 
which operated upon Czar and Government 
through the agency of the superstitions, 
self-willed, Gernuinophile C/aiit/a. Grave 
as the condition of Russia is, Mr. Wilton 
is far from despairing of her future. “Her 
people." he say a, “have had to suffer more 
than any other of the belligerent nations. 
The revolution lias been worse than an 
iuv&tiion of the Tartars. Indeed, one may 
regard this latest ordeal as being another 
service rendered by the Russian people to 
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service rendered by the Kiissian people to 
humanity. We may learn from their bitter 
experience more about the deadbolt foe of 
our civilisation, and more readily detect its 
secret working*. We may hope al«o that 
the modern Huns who have launched this 
visitation will have cause to regret their 
foul work as they have already deplored the 
application of poison gage*. The Russians 
survived Tatardoni; they are a great multi¬ 
tude, and have not all succumbed to the 
German Bolshevist poison. The revo’ution 
has stirred up the dregs and muddled the 
current of national life. But its effects 
have not been altogether unsalutary, nor 
have its lesson** been lost upon the best 
elements of the nation. . . • Russia has 
been resolving itself into its constituent 
parts during the revolution. This tendency 
is conservative rather than centrifugal. It 
is intrinsically a revolt against anarchy. It 
should not excite alarm, but rather be 
hailed as a first step toward* final cry>tal- 
lisation of the new State. And whether 
that State will be a monarchy or a repub¬ 
lic, a federation or a single organism, is 
not pertinent tor the main issue that am* 
cerns Russia's friends. The. deadening and 
disastrous hegemony of Petrograd is-vomiug 
to an end. A huge comftnonwealth like 
Russia cannot be governed from one e**tm- 
tially un-Russian centre. . .. • A new 

Russia i* springing up amid the ruins of the 
old. The day of Lenin and..destruction 
draws to a close. Do not believe outward 
aspects and appearance*. Russia is not 
dead. Her agony, stiH upon her, r* not the 
agony of death, but the agony- of a living, 
breathing organism struggling to find ex-

An Ex-Queenslander's Experi. 

ence. 


The Minister for Defence, Senator 
Pearce, has made available the fol¬ 
lowing extract from a letter written 
by Michael Adoroely, a former 
Queensland resident, from Chits (Si¬ 
beria), on 23rd September, and lately 
received by Mr James H. Fitzpatrick, 
of J. H. Rouvray and Company, 
Miles, Queensland:—“At last the 
Socialists of the extreme type have 
been driven into the ranges of Si¬ 
beria, and I am in a position to write 
abroad. We have been cut off from 
the world for about six months, and 
before that the postal officials were 
too busy discussing their class posi¬ 
tions and ensuring to themselves the 
right to do nothing and get big wages, 
so they could not undertake to de¬ 
liver any letters with any sort of a 
guarantee. There was no chance to 
get away from Russia, because pass¬ 
ports were strictly examined, and 
anyone suspected of belonging to the 
class not strictly proletarian was de 
barred from leaving, and had to live 
or die as best he could, that if he was 
nftt. Vmt!*hf»rpd Viv the hloodthirsfcv 
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not butchered by the bloodthirsty 
lovers of liberty and brotherhood. In 
common with other landowners I had 
to part with stock, lands and woods, 
robbed not by aggressive foreign 
enemies, but by uiy own neighbours, 
who, in their ignorance and savage 
ness, were instigated by unscrupulous 
benefactors of the human race. I 
had to clear out of native parts both 
as a liberal and a British subject, 
being tlueatened by destruction. In 
my wanderings during the past six 
months over the breadth of my 
‘native country.* I had to do all sorts 
of jobs, from selling newspapers to 
teaching Latin and Greek. A good 
deal of starving fell to my lot during 
this holidaying. The Bolshevists are 
gone, but the results their reign has 
left are tremendous. Everything is 
destroyed, factories, workshops, rail* | 
way lines, rolling stock. However j 
poor Russia was under the Tsar, ii 
will take years before she is restored 
to the possession of what she had 
then. The Socialists, just like the 
Laborites in Queensland, meaning to 
harm and put down meat kings, wool 
kings, and other kings, and benefit 
the ‘ have nots ’ have dealt the ‘ have 
nots * such a blow as never capitalists | 
could have dealt, and from which the 
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couia nave ueait, anu irom which tne 
worker is not likely to recover. Poor, 
ignorant, savage Russian Moujik, he 
cannot go along by himself, he lias to 
be led. The Tzar nearly led him into 
the hands of the Kaiser ; it was the 
Liberals that saved the Russian army 
from being handed over to the Ger¬ 
mans, and then the Socialists, as tools 
of the Prusssans, destroyed Russia 
altogether. Such a lot of people were 
lost in the internal strife, and such a 
lot of wealth perished that had the 
Russian army pitched into Germany 
after the downfall of the Tsar, the 
Kaiser would have been crushed with 
a fraction of the losses—such is the 
fate of good intentions. Well, Russia 
is very nearly vanished ; had the 
Liberals not thrown down the Tsar 
(the worker did very little towards 
it), the Tsarina would have placed 
the Russian army at tho disposal of 
the Germans. The silly stolid Alou | 
jik would have been driven against 1 
the French and English, and then, 
after crushing France, would have 
been ruled and whipped by Prussian 
Governors.

Some consider that 
the poril of Russia was the means of 
saving the western front; nobody in¬ 
tended it to be so, but the fates | 
willed it—such is the fate of Social¬ 
istic intentions. I know hundreds 
of American Jews who came to 
Russia as anarchists and Socialists, ( 
and were pro-Germans to the bone. | 
They were quite willing to help Ger¬ 
many all they could. They did help 
her temporarily, but ultimately both 
the Russian and the German prole¬ 
tariat will suffer for their socialistic 
experiments. In Queensland, too, 
we had occasion to see how the I 
Laboritcs knocked the worker on the 
head every time they wanted to help 
him. The Bolshevists have gone 
over most of Russia, but ordinary 
Socialists remain, and still mean to 
continue some of their experiments, 
which mean the thwarting of private 
enterprise and personal industry and 
thrift. Who is going to work and 
slave from sun to sun away back in 
the hell to lay in stores of wheat and 
build up herds of stock, when one is 
put down every time for being an 
owner, and if a man is not deprived 
of common rights, and not proclaimed 
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of common rights, and not proclaimed 
an outlaw for possessing more head or 
cattle than his neighbour, still he 
lives under the threat of being de 
priued of his property by the lovers 
of equality.” 
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RUSSIA UNDER B0LSHEV1KI

"Capitalists in Russia are trying to dis¬ 
credit the revolution by arousing anarchy 
through hired spies and criminals. All 
discontent and confusion are due to their 
machinations and not to the efforts of the 
Socialists who have come from America. 
If anything, these men and women are 
helping with the revolution and helping 
to establish the Russian democracy.** 

This is the opinion of a Russian who 
has come here on a diplomatic mission 
and will return shortly. For this reason 
his name cannot be divulged. He went 
to Russia three months ago, firmly con¬ 
vinced that the Social Revolutionary 
party, with their leader, Kerenski, were 
the only hope for Russia, but he has re¬ 
turned a Bolshevik, or Bolshevic, as 
Charles Edward Russell has it, sympa¬ 
thiser. 

FOOD CHEAPEN THAN IN U.S. 

"Affairs over in Russia," the informant 
continued, “are no wor«e than here; In 
many ways better. Food is cheaper than 
it is here, from what I gathered in 
Vladivostok. Meat is sold at 10 cents a 
pound, with bread and potatoes .following 
close upon its heels. The very best kind 
of a dinner costs 25 cents.** 

From the material side of Russia, the 
new arrival turned his account into 
lighter veined channels. 

*'T nsl'Prl flhnut TClihn Print nnrl Diflrlift 
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“I asked about Elihu Root and Charlie 
RiiBsell from various people I met,” he 
said, "and they smiled. They said that 
no good Socialist would accompany Elihu 
Root on any mission. They told me that 
when Root was speaking to them he was 
greeted rather impolitely, sometimes in¬ 
delicately, with missiles punctuating his 
oration. At other times, I was told, he 
had no one to speak to by the time he 
had completed. If any ill feeling was 
harbored against America, it was not 
caused by "agitators” who had come from 
America to Russia, but to a great extent 
by the Root commission itself, according 
to the reports of people whom I met.” 

EDUCATION AND RELIGION. 

"Education and religion are not dead— | 
perhaps more alive than ever,!’ the "Call” 
informant continued. 

"Churches are open to any one who 
wishes to occupy the pulpit and preach 
Socialism. Jew and Gentile alike are 
welcome to it, and it is not infrequent to 
see a Jew preaching in what was once a 
Greek Catholic church. 

"Schools have sprung up everywhere. 
Old men and women w r ho had never gone 
to school before are beginning the A, B, C 
of Russian. English is taught in every 
school, and Russian children speak Eng¬ 
lish intelligently and with ease. 

"Nor is Russia a lightless, joyless 
Russia. Masquerade balls and theatres 
are open to the public,” he went on. 
"There is a ball every night, and all pitch 
in to enjoy their new-found freedom. It 
is a strange fact, but none the less true. 

"In Vladivostok, despite the fact that 
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“In Vladivostok, despite the fact that 
there are 100.000 acknowledged criminals 
who have served terms in prison, there is 
less crime than ever before. Austrian 
and German prisoners have been freed 
and mingle with the Russians. The 
Russian, simple, naive and trusting, em¬ 
braces all. They are all brothers, is his 
belief. They speak more of the German 
revolution than they do of the Austrian, 
but it Is a fact that both are on. 

WOMEN PROMINENT. 

“Women have played just as import¬ 
ant part in the Russian revolution as the 
men/’ the “Call’* informant continued, 

“and are now working side by side with 
them. From doing dock work down to 
the less arduous work of running ele¬ 
vators, cars and as overseers in telegraph 
offices,' women are occupied. They are 
as ready to take the pulpit and the plat¬ 
form as the men are and make even more 
eloquent speakers. In many towns 
women have been elected mayors.’* 

As for voting, women did not have to 
besiege the Government by lobbying and 
petitioning for the franchise; they were 
given it automatically, he said. 

Men and women over 18 can vote on all 
occasions. If the man or woman is men¬ 
tally or, rather, intellectually fit to vote i 
and has not arrived at the age of .18, he 
or she Can vote, too. 

Concerning the army, the informant 
could not suppress his smile while talking. 

“The soldier wears his uniform while 
he is on duty, but after that he is not 
compelled to. In fact, very few do wear 
their uniforms. No soldier salutes his 
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tneir umrorms. iso soldier salutes ms 
officer. A11 are desirous for a general 
peace, and all are working for a settled 
down Russia.*' 

„ In concluding, the '‘Call** informant 
said that trained men are needed. There 
Is no shortage of common labor, and 
wages reach as high as 8 dole, a day. 

All look to Trotsky and the Bolsheviki 
as their only salvation, for Trotsky is 
easily the most popular man in Russia 
to-day.—New York “CaH." .

UNEXAMPLED MASSACRES BY

Terrible stories are reaching War¬ 
saw of the state of anarchy beyond 
the Polish lines in Volhvnia, writes 
the Warsaw correspondent of the 
London “Times." 

Atrocities are taking place there 
which equal the worst of the reign of 
terror in Moscow and Petrograd. Af¬ 
ter careful analysis of a number of 
different narratives. I have arrived at 
the following conclusion abouf" f h- 
state of affairs which exists in Vol- 
hynia and PodoHa, the country be¬ 
tween the Nneiper and the Dneister. 

Ruthless warfare is being c*rric»’ 
between two sorts of Bolshevists. The 
large towns, such as Kieff, are in tine 
hands of the Commissaries of the So¬ 
viet Government of Moscow. Most 
of them are Jews. Their Bolshevism 
takes the form of requisitioning every¬ 
thing and everybody Jn the name of 
the, communilv. For examnje^. r»ne_ 
Sunday, St. Alexander's Church at 
Kieff was raided during Mass by an 
armed force led by two Commissar¬ 
ies. The service was stormed, and 
after men and women had been sep¬ 
arated. the whole congregation were 
made to strip to see if they had any¬ 
thing of value on them that was worth 
requisitioning. At the same tiyie a 
large number of suitable persons 
were picked out for forced labor on 
public works.

foddstuffs have brought about a sort 
of counter-revolution among the pea¬ 
sant* to resist the exactions of the 
Communist Commissaries. The pea¬ 
sants have formed themselves mto 
bands to protect themselves. The lea¬ 
ders of these bands are a number of 
rufficians. most of whom were for¬ 
merly members of Trotsky’s propa¬ 
gandist army. They are men of the 
type of “Peter the Painter,** o? Syd- 
ney-strcct fame, cutthroats front the 
1 dregs of the population. They call 
themselves Internationalists, but they 
own no allegiance to the Moimnw 
Government, and each works for him¬ 
self 

They have taken advantage of the 
Ukrainian peasants’ hatred for the 
Jews, and Jewish Commissaries in par¬ 
ticular. to make war on them with the 
help of the armed hands they have 
raised, since the Jews are the onlv 
people left in the country who pos¬ 
sess anything. lTopcrty-owning 
classes, bourgeoisie, and intellige isu 
have all disappeared; they have euher 
been murdered, or have tied the cimn- 
try, or are hiding disguised in the 
towns Alone the Jews, who eiihrr 
as Commissaries of the people or as 
profiteers have filled their pockets 
since the rwolution, are left to be 
robbed. Hence Sokolovskij Makhno, 

Zaleny, and the other cutthroat ad¬ 
ventures who lead these hands arc 
conducting one enormous pogrom 
throughout the Ukraine. 

Their men carry badges with the in¬ 
scription “Kill the Jews and save Rus¬ 
sia.” The hands usually have their 
headquarters in one of the small towns 
where they constitutwjhc army of the 
local republic, of which the particular 
brigand who leads them is the presi¬ 
dent. They range from gangs of 200 
or so. armed with pikes made of but¬ 
chers’ knives, lashed to the ends of 
poles, up to large forces of several 
thousands well equipped with tides 
and machine guns.

Unexampled mdaacres of the Jew* 
have been taking place.

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DEMORALISED RUSSIA. 
Bolshevist Victims Tortured. 

Weil-to-Do in Fear of lives. 

• 

LONDON, l«th March. 

The latest official news from ltuwia re¬ 
veals a slate of extraordinary demoralisa- 
tiou, while appallinc outrages arc genera! 
The British consul at Kkaterinburg, as a 
result of special inquiries in the Perm dis¬ 
trict, reporta thlt the number of victims 
amounts to several thousand. The victims 
are mostly shot, but before death they are 
usually tortured. A girl, aged 19, wlu 
was accused of espionage, was r lowly 
pieiccd b> a Imyonet thirteen tines in the 
same wound. She ii still alive. In other 
cases the victims were wounded with the 
bayonet up to twenty times. Forty-six 
priests out of three hundred tn tho Perm 
district were killed Sixty-six children, 
who were taken aa hostages, were mowu 
down with machine guns. In some cases 
the Bolshevists took ransom from the re¬ 
latives aiter the victims had been secreti> 
killed.

Uvsei Genrhon Apfelbanm. alia* Ziii- 
nviftff, Radomyslsky. Shatsky, Grigon- 
efi. wan "born in the I'kruine in 1883. 
In his early youth he came under 
Lenin’s influence, and has remained 
under it ever since. Like nearly all the 
genuine Holshevist leader*, he suffered 
imprisonment during the days of the 
old regime, and after Ins release was 
forced to flee abroad. During the 10, 
years immediately preceding the war 
he was one of the most active members 
of the Bolshevist Central Commuted, 
and for some years was secretary of 
the party. -- the beginning of the war 
he was with Lenin in Galicia, and took 
n firm stand beside hiR chief in his 
wholesale denunciation of militarism 1 
and of the war aims of both sets of 
belligerents. From 1914 until the March 
Revolution he edited with Lenin the 
‘Social-Democrat,' a paper published 
in Switzerland and devoted mainlv to 
a sweeping condemnation of those So 
cialists who supported the war or who 
mad* 1 no active resistance to it. 

Of short •lure, broad-shouldered, 
clean-shaven, with firm mouth, cold, 
calculating eves, abnormally large head 
nhrl hiqrfi forehead.. Zisovieff certainly 
gives one the impression of u man of 
intellect, It is a cruel lace, but one 
feels instinctively that is ihe face of 
a man of reflective, logical cruelty, 
rather than of the passionate nature 
of a Trotsky. A fiery orator, Zinovietf 
h«s something of the dialectical 'brilli¬ 
ance of Lenin, lie has. however, lew 
original ideas, and must he regarded 
chiaflv hr a nnonoizmoh of his master.

Russia.' Ah virtual dictator of Retro- 
grad, he is responsible for the savage 
cruelties and murder* which have been 
committed in Petrograd in the name ol 
the Revolution. Perhaps the frequent 
panics which the 'advance post’ ol 
UolslioviKiii hHK experienced durian the 
past year ..ave affected his nerves. At 
any rate, the terror has been very 
much worse in Petrograd ihnn in Mos¬ 
cow.

WHAT BOLSHEVISM iH. 

Lecturing at King's* College on Social 
Conditions in Russia Under Bolshevism, 
Mr. R. Bruce Lockhart, head of the 
British Mission to Russia, said his pos¬ 
ition us a Government official precluded 
him from referring to two of the most 
interesting phases of the Russian ques¬ 
tion, mundy, the Allied policy in rcgurcl 
fo Russia ami the foreign policy of the 
Bolsheviks. ' 

Having traced the rise of Bolshevism, 
which’ meant the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, with international Bolshev¬ 
ism for its ultimate goal, Mr. Lockhart 
said amongst its adherents were ninny 
brave and sincere men, however much 
they might be misguided. The move- 
"mon't was essentially a non-working 
man’s movement, its leaders for the 
most part being violent revolutionaries 1 
of the upper and intellectual classes, 
and by far the most active of the memb¬ 
ers were Jews of the real revolutionary 
type. Most of the leaders weyo men of 
about 30 years of age, the oldest being 
uuder HO. They were all intellectuals 
and of very artistic temperament. 
Lenin, the leader of the party, was a 
most remarkable man, who possessed 
the complete confidence of all thosft 
who worked under him in his professed 
object of turning tho European military 
wnr into a European civil war. It was a 
profound mistake to imagine that the 
Bolsheviks desired universal peace, and 
the steps taken by them in that direc¬ 
tion was a mere pretonee to further 
their real object. . . 

Dealing with life in Moscow and 
Petrograd in the days of tho insurrec¬ 
tion during the time he wqb in those 
places, Mr. Lockhart said it seemed, to 
be a horrible nightmare. Everything 
over which the Bolsheviks lufd coutrol, 
even life or death, could ho bought for 
a price. Tho great, and damning fault 
of Bolshevism was that in constructive 
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of Bolshevism was that in constructive 
policy it had produced a state of misery, 
famine and unemployment, "which was 
ravaging the country. 

.The. Bolshevism of Lenin was not 
directed ngainst the capitalist classes 
alone; it was equally directed against 
Socialists in general, and in thu_ Bol* 
sheviks press Mr. Arthur Henderson 
and his party were constantly denounc¬ 
ed ns renegades. and pnid slaves of 
capital. Bolshevism had brought the 
output of Russia to a standstill, and by 
unrestricted paper circulation hud 
brought, about economic clmoB.. 

Even the Bolsheviks themselves ad¬ 
mitted that under their regime living 
for the working classes had risen 37 
times. Thousands wero dying daily, and 
hundreds of thousands were in dire 
need..'The most ardent supporters of 
Bolshevism admitted that it could not 
exist unless the doctrine came into un¬ 
iversal practice. Russia to-day wub in 
a state of moral collapse; fnmine was 
rampant nml it was only in the Red 
Army that food could be obtained.

Described by Eye-Witnesses 


American Senate inquiry. 


The following interesting article on 
"Red Russia” is taken from the March 
number of the “New York Times” 
monthly magazine “Current History”: — 

The investigation by the Judiciary 
Committee of the United States Senate, 
begun 11th February. 11*111. shed some 
new light on the Red regime In Rus¬ 
sia. Two of the principal witnesses at 
the bearing were Or. W. C. Hunting- 
ton. who from HUH until the early 
fall of IfllR, was in Russia as u Com¬ 
mercial Attache of the American Km- 
h&tisy at IVtrograd. and Dr. C.ftorge S. 
Simons, Superintendent since 1007 of 
the Methodist Kpiscopal Church In 
Russia and Finland, one of the last 
Americans to leave Russia. 

Dr. Huntington said that not more 
than 8 per cent of the Russian people 
were In favour of the Bolshevik!. They 
were held in submission, he added, by 
terroristic means and by a mercenary 
force of soldiers made up principally of 
Letts and Chinese. He said that he left 
Moscow on IHth August last, accom¬ 
panied by officials of other Allied 
nations, in each instance the nation 
concerned leaving one official behind 
to care for its affairs and nationals. 
In the case of the United States the 
official left behind was Consul Ceneral 
J'oole. 

In answer to a question as to the 
extent of murder by official order in 
Rush la, Dr. Huntington produced a 
copy of an order addressed to all 
Soviets In Russia, which culled for the 
slaughter “en masse" of all persons 
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daughter “en max***” of ull porsomt 
who failed to support the Bolshevist 
regime. Tin* order wnn issued by M. 
Fetrovxki, tlu* Bolshevist Uommissiary 
for Home Affairs. It was dated Gtii 
September. 191S, and road: — 

To all Soviets—The murder of 
Volodarski and Urilski. the attempt 
on Lenine uml tin* shooting of musses 
of our comrades in Finland, Ukraine, 
the Don. and <'zcchoslovakhi, the 
continual discoveries of conspiracies 
in our rear, open acknowledgment by 
the F.lght Social Revolutionary Party 
and other counter-revolutionary 
radicals of their part in these con¬ 
spiracies. together with the Inslgni- 
cant extent of serious repressions and 
shooting of masses of White Guards 
and Bourgeoisie on the part of the 
Soviets, ull these things show that 
notwithstanding frequent pronounce¬ 
ments urging mass terror against the 
Social Revolutionists. White Guards, 
and Bourgeoisie, no real terror 
exists. 

Such a situation should decidedly 
hr stopped. An end should be put to 
weakness and softness. All Bight 
Social Revolutionists known to local 
Soviets should be immediately 
arrested. Numerous hostages should 
be taken from the Bourgeoisie and 
officer classes. 

At the slightest attempt to resist 
or the slightest movement antong the 
White Guards, shooting of masses of 
4 hostages should be begun without 
fail. Initiative in this matter rests 
especially with the local Executive 
< ’oinruittees. 

All hninclu s of the Government 
must take measures to seek out and 
arrest persons hiding under false 
names and shoot without tail any¬ 
body connected v\itb tin* work of the 
While Guards. All the above 
measures -boob) b». put immediately 
into execution, ami mnecMve action 
on the part of t»»«• local Soviets must 
b«* reported to the 1 'eople‘s t'otnmis- 
wiry for Home Affairs.

We all live under a perpetual strain 1 
tinder fear of arrest and execution. | 
Yesterday bulletins appeared on the 
corners of all the streets announc¬ 
ing that the Allies and the 
bourgeoisie have been spreading 
cholera and hunger all over Russia 
and calling for the open slaughter of 
ihe latter. 

People here are starving in accord¬ 
ance with four categories. The first 
category, the workmen, get one-

fourth of a pound of bread and two 
herrings every two days. The 
second category, the workmen who do 
easy work, pet one-eiphth of a pound 
and two herrings every two days. 
The third entepory, the people who 
“drink other people's blood.’* that Is, 
people who live by mental work, pet 
two herrings every two days and no 
bread: while the fourth catepory. 
the others who “drink other people’s 
blood," sometime** gM two herrinps, 
generally nothing at nil. I enclose 
the slip from the official paper which 
mention** these four categories. 

People who have a little money 
run away from Russia. They sell all 
they possess, and Just run. They go 
mainly to the Baltic provinces and to 
the Ukraine. And you know' it Is the 
(ierman Consulate there w'hich helps 
them to pet permits nnd tickets. 

The third and last letter, dated nhout 
1 st October, tells of four new decrees, 
the first, concerning the seizure of 
bourpeois lodplnps ; the second, 
forced hard labour for the bourgeoisie: 
flie third, requisition of warm clothes 
for the Red Army; and the fourth, 
concerning the distribution of food. 

INDUSTRIAL CHAOS. 

Dr. Huntington said that all papers 
other than Bolshevist organs were sup¬ 
pressed. When asked what were tho 
results of the nationalisation of indus¬ 
tries. he replied that in nearly every 
case the factories had come to grief. 
Among the committees of workmen 
that hml been placed In charge of the 
various factories when the decree of 
nationalisation was issued, factions had 
sprung up,, nnd friction and quarrels 
developed over details, with the result 
that a few of the factories, if any. 
continued to run. Dr. Huntington 
added:— 

The principal industry left in Rus¬ 
sia now is printing paper money. I 
have seen the complete overthrow in 
Russia of all that we know in human 
life as it exists here at home. 1 have 
seen a condition of absolute chaos In 

1(11 human roln I irtnu tUvalnn In Pun. 
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nrcn a (-onuiiiou m mmmuie cnuon in 

nil human relations develop in Rus- 
sln. I have seen condition* attained 
that amount to nothing less than a 
reign of absolute terrorism. 

Those in authority take any 
measures they see fit. no matter ln»w 
unscrupulous. Men and women are 
held as hostages. Their army Is 
made up principally of Lettish mer¬ 
cenaries and Chinese. They are also 
using some Austro-Hungarians. To 
the so-called army have been added 
other citizens who are forced to 
serve through threats against their 
wives and little children. 

Tho armies they are reported to 
have are not fired by loyalty to a 
great cause, but are to a large ex¬ 
tent made up of men w'hosc condition 
Is such that they have Joined in 
order to be clothed and fed. 

Dr. Huntington said that 85 per cent 
of the Russian population was of the 
peasant class, and that 7 per cent of 
tlie population were workmen. This 92 
per cent. h*» said, no longer sym¬ 
pathised with the revolution, and was 
held in check by the terrorist machine. 

MILLIONS FOR PROPAGANDA. 
That the Bolshevist group In Russia 
is spending millions of dollars in 
propaganda in other countries was 
asserted. In this connection. Major 
Lowry Humes, the Judge Advocate ip 
charge of the examination of wit¬ 
nesses. produced an official translation 
of a Bolshevist Government order ap¬ 
propriating 2.000.000 roubles for 
prnpugnudn purposes in enemy, 
friendly, and neutral countries. The 
order, which is said to be one of many, 
and was placed in the record as official 
proof, was dated December. 1017. It 
rends: — 

Order— 

For the appropriation of 2.000,000 
roubles for the requirement* of the 
revolutionary internationalist move¬ 
ment. 

Whereas, the Soviet authority 
stands on the ground of the prin¬ 
ciples of th»* international solidarity 
of the proletariat and the brother- 
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of the proletariat und the brother- 
hood of the worker** of all countries; 
nntl 

Wherea*. the struggle against the 
war and Imperialism run load to 
complete victory only If conducted on 
an international scale. 

The Council of People’* Commis¬ 
saries considers it aosolutely neces¬ 
sary to take every possible means, 
Including expenditure of money, for 
the assistance of the I^eft Inter¬ 
nationalist wing of the workingman 
movement in till countries, whether 
these countries are at war or in alli¬ 
ance with Russia or ore maintaining 
a neutral position. 

To this end the Council of People's 
Commissaries orders the appropria¬ 
tion for the requirements of the 
revolutionary international move¬ 
ment. to l*e put at the disposal of the 
foreign representatives of the Com¬ 
missariat of Foreign Affairs, of 
-.000,000 rouhies.

Dr. Simons, wlto wn* before the sub¬ 
committee on tilth February, declared 
that the flolslievist ascendancy in 
Itirssia wus due, in tlie main, to the

I should like to make it plain that 
among my best friends and among 
t!m flnesl Americans I have known 
arc men of Jewish blood. The un¬ 
pleasant fuels that I sltail have to 
disclose in nowise refer to them.

Dr. Simons testified that a catechism

religions impossible. They assert 
that all misery i> dtp* to the super¬ 
stition that there b a Cod. One of 
their officials mid no*: '*We now pro¬ 
pose to enlighten our children, and 
with this purpose m view, we are 
issuing •» valet liism on atheism for 
use in all thr schools." The man 
who fold me this u a the Commis¬ 
sary for Knliuhtnuncnt ami I Mura- 
t ion. 

In reply to ail impitry as t" what 
part 'la* Ccrmau- had in the lot ward¬ 
ing or the plans of the Kolshevikl, Pr. 
Simons stated that all the Corinun 
newspapers in Russia uhich had 
tiren suppressed lo* thr old ic^une re¬ 
appeared simultaneously >\ ith the 
accession of tin* K<*h hevikl to power, 
and thin everythin!; C.erman or pro- 
Oerman was fostered. Upon being 
asked the real attitude »»f the |)nl- 
s’e\iki as regarded the two groups of 
belligerents in the war, the witness 
raid:- - 

Lenine and Trot/.kv wen* always 
saying hitter tilings against tile 
Allies They scattered posters in 
which they described the Allies as 
ttie *'l»lood -drinking and tlesli-eatlm; 
Allies.” They named Kranee and 
Knglatnl. tint, as I recollect it. did 
nut specify the United States, the 
icason. in the quest Ion of the Allied 
diplomatic representatives, lM»ing 
what may he described as a sort of 
strategical trick. They figured it 
out that in the event bolshevism 
failed, as they knew h might; they 
would need a land of refuge, and 
they wanted the United States to he 
their asylum. 

Pr. Simons told of the wholesale 
murder « f Innocent civilians, the ont- 
rugint* of young girls l»y the Urd 
Guard, the seizure without legal pro¬ 
cess of all property, the urging of 
jcung (,'itla to go Into the streets to 
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follow a life of prostitution, the tying 
together of helpless people and throw¬ 
ing them Into a river to drown. the 
absolute suppression of freo speech 
and a free press, and the official stnrv- . 
ins: of those who do not endorse. Bol- 1 
shevlat teachings and programmes. 

On 13 th February. two American 
Vice-Consuls, Ralph M. Dennis, of 
Chicago, and Robert P. Leonard, of 
Minneapolis, who hod recently re¬ 
turned from Russia, were heard by the 
investigating committee, Mr. Dennis 
declared that in the ten months that he 
spent In Russia under Bolshevist rule, 
he had visited many of the large, cities, 
and during that time had never seen a 
single carpenter or mason at work, and 
that everything was allowed to go to 
destruction. Farming still continues, 
but, according to estimates, only about 
10 per cent of the normal acreage is 
under cultivation. 

Mr. Leonard stated that the Bol¬ 
shevik! aimed at free love, and hoped 
to do away with marriage, planning for 
the establishment of contract marriage. 
He told of the organisation of what is 
known as Committees of the Toor, in 
order to control those who possessed 
anything. He said:— 

These, committees were put up by 
the Central Government. Their mem¬ 
bers arc drawn from the rifT-raff, the 
men who drank up all they had, the 
utterly worthless. The old Soviets, 
owing to the fact that the peasants 
in them owned land, could not be 
controlled, so they put these com¬ 
mittees in power to handle the situa¬ 
tion. 1 know of villages in which 
there were no eligiblcs for these com¬ 
mittees. and in such instances Lenine 
sent in “poor cliglhles'* to take the 
positions. 

The witness told of the condition to 
which the City r.f Potrogrud had been 
reduced by Bolshevism. Before the 
ascendancy of the Bolsheviki. Petro- 
grad had been a city of 2.000.0OO in¬ 
habitants; at the time of his depar¬ 
ture, 13th November, 191R. Its popula¬ 
tion numbered about hnlf a million. 
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tion numbered about half a million. 
MMK. BRKRIIKOVSKAYA’S STORY. 

Mmf, Breshkovskaya. who Ik known 
all over Russia ns the "Grandmother of 
tin* Revolution," and who has been 
exiled by the Bolshevlki. appeared be¬ 
fore the Senate Committee on J4th 
February. AinonK other thin**, she 
said: — 

In the little more than one year of 
Bolshevist rule there have been twice 
us many Russians, men, women, and 
children, killed ns there were soldiers 
killed at the front during the almost 
three yearH that Russia was 
actively in the war. For instance, 
there were 2.000 officers in one prison 
who were killed at one time. Kvery 
man. woman. or child who opposes 
Rolshevlsm in any way risks ids or 
her life. 

Kverything Hint made life worth 
while has gone. Fvery day trainloads 
of supplies and valuable things leave 
for Germany from Moscow. in 
Russia there is no industry, the 
schools are closed, and if they were 
open there would bo no bonks, not 
even any ink. for the pupils. All 
over Russia there are no schools 
now. There is no food to amount to 
anythin^;, no clothes, nothin*: at all. 
Transportation is paralysed. We have 
no tools or Implements of any kind, 
not even scissors or knives. 

Two years ago, when the Czar was 
overthrown, we wero happy. We 
expected, and haji reason to expect, 
excellent laws, we expected peace and 
political and social freedom. None 
of these things has been realised. 
Wr thought we were going to get a 
National Assembly and a Constitu¬ 
tion, and we got neither. For six 
months we were free, and then came 
those Herman-dominated Bolsheviki. 

The Hermans hnd been preparing 
for reals -we know it now—for this 
very thine. Their spies have been 
everywhere In Russia for a long, long 
time. It was out of Herman spying 
and Intrigue that l.eninr and Trotzl<y 
came. Trot/.ky and Lenine and t!i» 
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('tune. Trot/.ky and Lent no and the 
croup supporting them received mil¬ 
lions from Germany for propaganda, 
and they tarried it to it gruesome 
success. In the autumn of 1 tM7 we 
saw tho clouds gathering, and we 
hoped and prayed that <mr Allies 
would come. To-day Russia Im in 
ruins. If you had given us .*.0.000 
good soldiers there would have been 
no Bolshevism. The peasants arc 
gainst the Rolsheviki. but they have 
no urms. The Bolshevikl rule with 
an army of Letts, Chinese. .Magyars, 
and Germans. 

LKTTKIt I-ROM AN AltCll UlhllOl’. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury mad'* 
public in London un 14th Kebruary a 
letter from the Archbishop of Omsk. 
Cresideut of the Supreme Administra¬ 
tion of the Orthodox Church in Rus¬ 
sia. which gave these further facts: — 

Having seized supreme ,»<\ver in 
Russia in 1917. the Maximalists pro¬ 
ceeded to destroy not only the culti¬ 
vated classes of society hut have also 
swept away religion itself, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Church, and reli¬ 
gious monuments venerated by all. 

The Kremlin cathedrals of Moscow 
aild those In the towns of Yaroslav 
and Simferopol have been sacked 
and many churches have been dr- 
fih iJ. Historical sacristies as well as 
the famous libraries of the I'utri- 
arclis of Moscow and Ivtrogrnd have 
been pillaged Vladimir. Metro¬ 
politan of Kiev, twenty bishops, and 
hundreds of priests have been ass¬ 
assinated. Relore killing them the 
Rolsheviki cut off the limbs of their 
victims, some of whom were buried 
nli\t.\ Religious processions followed 
by great masses of people at Retro- 
grad, Toulu.

Queenslander ’ s Experience. 


The Minister for Defence (Senator 
Pearce) has issued some extracts from 
a letter written by Michael Zadorosly, 
a former Queensland resident, from 
Chita (Serbia) on September 23rd. 

The letter, which was received by 
Mr. Janies II. Fitzpatrick, of J. II. 
Royvray and Co., Miles, Queensland, 
says that “at last the Socialists of ex¬ 
treme type have been driven into the 
ranges of Siberia, and I am in a posi¬ 
tion to write abroad. 

“We have been,” he adds, “cut off 
from the world for about six months, 
and before that the postal officials were 
too busy discussing their class posi¬ 
tions and ensuring themselves the right 
to do nothing alul get big wages, and 
could not undertake to deliver any let- 
ters with any sort of a guarantee.

—that is, if he was not butchered by

“In common with other landowners 
I had to part with stock, lands, and 
woods, robbed not by aggressive for¬ 
eign enemies, but by my own neighbors 
who, in their ignorance and savageness, 
were instigated by unscrupulous bene¬ 
factors of the human race. 

“I had to clear out of native parts, 
both as a liberal and a British subject 
being threatened by destruction. In my 
wandering during the past six months 
over the breadth of my ‘native coun¬ 
try’ I had to do all sorts of jobs, from 
selling newspapers to teaching Latin 
and Greek. A good deal of starving fell 
to my lot during this holidaying. 

“The Bolsheviks are gone now, but 
the results their reign has left are tre¬ 
mendous.

However poor Russia was under the 
Czar, it will take years before she is 
restored to the possession of what she 
had then.

JUSws bv f * Eyewittm Eately Retnrned to England from Rutin 


Mr. H. V. Keeling, whose narrative ha a 
already been partly given to the world by 
The Westminster Gazette and in the form 
of lectures, succeeded in escaping from 
Russia and getting w> England eouic cigtt 
weeks ago (writes & correspondent : n The 
Sphere of April 12). 

Mr. Keeling went to Ruesia five years 
ago to teach workmen in a Russian firm 
which had acquired British <pat»enta certain 
pew processes in the lithographic and print¬ 
ing trades. For 20 years previously he had 
been a member of a British trade union 
(the Lithographic Artists, Designers, En¬ 
gravers and Prooeas Workers), and he 
took an active |urt in the movement for 
raising wage* in hie own trade. After 
being in the service of the Ruaean firm for 
one year, he undertook oertan agencies for 
British firms, and in order to keep in re¬ 
pair machines which they have sold became 
a fully qualified mechanic in the printing 
trade, and os such was admitted to mem¬ 
bership of the Russian Printiug Trades 
Union. He thus spent practical'y aL hi* 
time as a workman among workmen, in 
1918 he went into the country and opened 
un a little workshop for repairing all aorta 
of things, from steam mills to clocks and 
boots, walking and cycling in punsuit of 
this business, and getting intimate expe¬ 
rience of conditions in uhe country. In 
these ways he made himself so w*-tul—not 
to ray indispensable—that the bovie-ts in¬ 
sisted on his remaining in the country, and

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stated an ins remaining in tne country, ana 
even {rave him a special invitation to sit 
on a Soviet himself. In Oe:ober last he

Keeling w;ts in Ru*#ia during the whole 
period at the revolution till January 9 of 
this year, and during all this time he asso- 
cirted with the working people in town and 
country, and was in a uniciue position to 
hear Jicir views and juogc their real 
opiniomi He had, in fact, many friends 
in the Sv*vieU who treated him w:th the 
utmost confidence and showed him the 
whole working of the machine. 

—The Secret of Bolshevism.— 

"What,” I asked, "has happened to tba 
Russian people? Is Bolshevism as black 
as it d? poinrted. and if it ia, how cun a 
•whole nation submit to it?” 

‘‘The answer,” he said, ‘‘is that the Rus¬ 
sian people are starving, and when you are 
starving you don’t think about other atro¬ 
cities. You th:nk about nothing except 
just to scrape together enough food to keep 
yourself alive. You don’t trouble much 
whether you are going to be shot yourself 
or whether other people are being shot. 

You are collecting food like on uumaJ, I 
left Russia six weeks ago, but even now I 
can’t get over the habit of thinking about 
my food, and every day I find myodlf wonder¬ 
ing where the next meal is to come from." 

Mr. Keeling expanded this idea, and «a he 
■poke I seemed at lest to get into the at*- 
moaphere of Bolshevik Russia—on the side 
of millions cm people, too absorbed with 
the ravening thought of how to get food for 
themselves and their wives and children to 
think of anything beyond the moment, and 
too exhausted to rcsst; on the other, a 
favoured few relatively well fed and pre¬ 
pared for any violence and cruelty to save 
themselves from losing their privilege and 
slipping into the Tortex of famine. For 
whatever may have been the original idea 
of Bolshevism, its secret now, as Mr. Kee- j

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oi lfokuiertsm, its secret now. as Wr. Kee¬ 
ling explained it. i s simply that it confers 
upou «ome and denies to other* the privi¬ 
ly of eating, and that all ita other deeds 
of violence and cruelty are as nothing to 
the supreme cruelty of withholding food. 
Mr. Keeling went on to explain the sy&tem, 
describing it. without colour or emoiion, 
as if, living in the world, he had come to 
take ita borrora for granted. 

—The Four Categories.— 

“The population," he N^id, “were origi- 

rally divided by the Bobherik* into four 

Vatt-gorirw,' ■which exactly turn upside 
down the ao rial claiwcrf of other eountriea. 
These are (1) manual labourers; (2) clerical 
woricers, provided they employ nobody; 
(3) everybody who has employed anybody, 
from the small householder employing one 
servant to the manufacturer employing a 
thousand hand*; (4) all the former idle 
rich, princes, aristocrats, landowners, cour¬ 
tiers, and rentiers of every description. 
The penalty for failing to please the Bol¬ 
sheviks is to be degraded from a olmw in 
which you get some fo^>d to a class in which 
you get scarcely cny. The rations for these 


classes are, or were, <m a descending scale, 
und even the lowest class waa supposed to 
get enough to keep alive. But in the Inst 
lew months there hasn’t been anything like 
enough for the finst class, and scarcely any¬ 
thing for the others. Class IV., the former 
rich, I should my, haa disappeared. They 
have got out or the country, or been 
starved to death, or been shot, or turned 
themselves into workmen in order to get 
food. I can’t tell you more, for nobody 
knows. The other claases have got sorted 
into two desses, those that get some food 
and those that get hard'.y any officially. 
To get food you must be in with the Bol¬ 
sheviks. and then they put you into the first 
class. It is very djfficult to get there, und 
very ea*> to get out. They degrade you for 
slight rensoua which yon can’t discover, 
ami then you starve. Whole trade unions 
have been degraded because they opposed 
the Bolsheviks or offended rbcm somehow/' 
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the Bolsheviks or offended them somehow.*' 

“But what if thid official food system, 
and how does it work?** 

“You have cards and coupon* rerv much 
where, but all private trading* forbidden, 
and nearly all the ehorvi in retrograd are 
shut. To take their place there are a few 
hundred municipal shop*?, and you have to 
be registered at one of these, and take your 
coupon* there, 'if you are in the feeding 
class. You are supposed to receive half a 
pound of bread a day, and potatoes, hatter, 
meat, and sugar, at fixed and reasonable 
prices; but, a* a matter of fact, for a long 
tune past nothing hns been sold hut bread, 
and even that failed for seven days in De¬ 
cember. I have been aix days without 
bread, and three days •without anything to 
eat except the so-called public dinner, 
which consisted of waterv soup, a small 
piece of very soft fish, and jcnc-eighth of a 
pound of bread. Somercmes they have 
offered me orb*, as if 1 were a horse, when 
there was no bread. All th* children are : n 
the first class, for the Bolshevik ; doa is 
that all the children should he in charge of 
the State wb.le their parents go to w’ork. 
But the ehi dren a-c starving all the same 
n great number*.” 

—Tlie Food Outcast and What Happens b> 

Him.— 

“But, 'if you are not in the first chi*? or 
aie degraded from it, what happens?” 

“Then you have to prowl about and try 
I to get food secretly. But th s is a punsh- 
able offence for which sometimes people 
may, even be shot. People go into the coun¬ 
try taking with them anything that they 
think the peasant will take -in exchange for 
fooJ, and get a hag oT flour or a few pota- 
toea. But it -is illegal to go out of the town 
without a permit or to buy anything when 
you get there, so -the Red Guard stop them 
and search them as they come back, and. 
if they find anything, confiscate it ana 
\ery often arrest the people, and carry 
them off. I saw a woman who had gone 
into the country and got 30 tb. of flour 
from her own native place for her children, 
who were starving, seined by the guard at 
a station when alia was trying to get back. 
They took it from her, though she fell on

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They took it from her. though #he tell on 
h«*T knees and implored them with soba to 
let her keep only a ft**' pounds. Then, 
when «h« found it waa no use, <4he threw 
herself under a train and waa killed. “It 
make* it woivae,” Mr. Keeling went on, 

“that you have quantities of money in your 
pocket, but can huv nothing. I nave had 
rouble* -worth £000, according to old 
values, in my pockat. and not been able to 
buy a piece of bread. You don’t trouble 
about money; jx>u <pay 5/ for a lump of 
sugar, if you can get it. A workman** 
a ages are £J00 a month in old values, but, 
though 'he can still buy a watch for £5, 
he can't .buy a roll of bread for £50. Tho 
people who hare the food won’t ae 1 it for 
rouble* because they are *worth nothing, 
a»id there i* nothing to buy with them. So 
the IBofnhevik* can’t £ct the food, though 
they are always trying to, and having tights 
with peasants m consequence. I believe 
«n\«elf there i* enough food in Russia to 
keop every one alive, for laat harvest was 
very ftood; but it can’t be got, and it*» all 
being hoarded and concealed.” 

—The Well-fed Army.— 

Rut again I asked, “Why do the Ru#«;ane 
stand it; why don’t they revojt and smash 
the wlkjle thing?” 

“I don’t quite know,” said Mr. Keeling; 

“the Rueaiana aren’t like other people. 

They have .been used to tyranny, and have 
a sort of suhmiasiveneoB which make* them 
accept, thing*. I can aeure you they are 
siik to death of it, and that nine-tcnlhc of 
the people who keep in w ith the Bolshe¬ 
viks, and have to pretend to like them, 
wou.d do anything to get rid of them, if 
they knew how. Rut you have to remem¬ 


ber that the Bokherika are very clever in 
feeding the people who are likely to fight. 
Thie w how ira done. Every man who 
joine the Red Army is eure of hi* own food, 
and also geta food for Ins wife and chil¬ 
dren. T7ie army i a fed before any one 
eke, and out of all proportion to the other 
classes. Even the workmen get nothing 
tin tile army haa had enough. 6o large 

a! — • ik a f /\ n tli a Jan If A 
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HU we army has naa enouga. do iarg-* 
number* of men join the army for the sake 
of geting food, and then, when they are 
in, they have to keep at it for fear of los¬ 
ing their food. Bee.de*» f if they try any 
trick*, they are mot on.y punched, i.e., 

*hot, themselves, but their wives and fami¬ 
lies and parent are starved. A man will 
stand olmost anything rather than see his 
wife and children and parent#* starved to 
death, and the u*e they make of this kind 
of coercion is devilish. The soldier* have 
to be pretty roreful, for there are lots of 
*Tio» among tlic:n, who iusLantly report 
any suspicious csml and when they go into 
ac:k>n there nre always machine guns be¬ 
hind them. Then, besides the regular Red 
Army, tliere i* a special picked army, 
which gets anything it wants of food and 
anything else. And all these men know 
that of they don’t fight they’d starve; so 
they fight to save their own food and to 
prevent their vivee and children starving. 

That’s their way of keeping alive.” The 
thing straightened oct a little. One saw 
tuts privileged, relatively well-fed claa* 
struggling to keep itself from falling ; nto 
the pit and it* hand again*^ all the others. 

They were like men on a raft in mid-ocean, 
throwing their weaker comrades overboard 
to keep themselves afloat and make the 
rations go a little longer. 

—“Not Quite Sane.”— 

Even so,, there were more question* to 
ask. “How could the men at the top, 

Lenin, Trotsky, and the rest, Lenin at all 
event* supposed to have some intelligence 
and humanity, «it there and let this go on? 

Were they devils or manians?” M r . Keel¬ 
ing had not put the question to himself 
in this precise way. To those who 
live under it, Bolshevism, I gather 
has become a kind of vast 
impersonal fatality. Mr. Keeling thought 
o .rule and then replied, “I suppose yon 
would t>ay they were not quite sane, ac¬ 
cording to our notions. But, as thing* are, 
they can’t help themselves, and couldn’t 
stop it if they chose.

‘‘That’s just about it/’ said Mr. Keeling. 

1 preyed for a little more detail. Le¬ 
nin and Trotsky were only two out of 
hundred and thousands in the great starv¬ 
ing coin’d racy, and how could men be 
found who would go on day after day ad¬ 
ministering thk diabolical system, with 
this spectacle of helpless misery under 
the'r eyes? 

‘‘Most of them,” raid Mr. Keeling; “are 
quite young, some arc notorious bad cha¬ 
racters, and many are mere boye whom we 
should call boohgans in London. One 
boy of 17 I knew was Commissary, with 
poaer of life and death over 40 villages. 
He goes about armed with a Mauser pis¬ 
tol. and one day thrust it in my face threa -1 
tening to shoot me on the epot. I knew 
how to deal with him, but Russian pea¬ 
sants do not; and dozens of such 
very little older, are terrorizing whole dis- 
tricte.*' 


—What the Peasant* Are Doing.— 

“What, then, are the peasants doing?" 

“The lwasanta have got rid of the land¬ 
lords, and «at down and divided the land. 
They quarrelled a good deal; but, on the 
whole, did it quite acnaibly, each taking a 
bit of the best land, and then another bit 
of the worse, and ao on, and in the same 
way arranging the fovest rights between 
them. But the trouble w that while there 
is plenty of laaid in one village there is 
nothing like enough in another, so the dis¬ 
tribution is very unequal, and iners is great 
discontent in consequence. Thia «et* 
worse, because, imrtmd of having the splen¬ 
did time they hoped Tor, they find there is 
nothing to buy, and they are always being 
worried and threatened by the Bolsheviks. 
They have no tea—only dried leaves for a 
substitute—no vodka, and no tobaeco.They 
feel the loss of tobacco especially, and 
seemed to walk about in a dared condition, 
like men used to drugs who had had sud¬ 
denly to go without. Peasants have im¬ 
plored me to give them tobacco, ond will 
do a'mofit anything for you for one pipe- 
full." 
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full." ~ ” -- - 

“Rut are they doing anr work?’* 

“Only just a* much am they must to keep 
themselves alive, and many of them are 
likely to live all this year on last year's 

harvMfc and what is beinor hoarded. The, 

next harvest is likely to be very bad. and 

then the famine which is now in the towiM 
will begin to spread to t'he country, and 
one daren't think what will happen then." 

—'‘“It is Terrible to Live in Ru<*ia.”— 

“But don’t the Soviets see this? Don’t 
at least the neople at Moscow. Lenin, and 
Trotsky, and the higher Soviet, see what 
must happen?" 

“My own belief : m that thev know the 
game is up, but don’t know liow to get 
out of it or what to do. The slightest ago 
oi weakening and they are done. So they 
•umplv go ahead, working their machine 
round and round, and grinding out every¬ 
body they think daneerou**. Even advanced 
Socialists are beginning to spe%k of the 
Gzardom an the ‘g^K>d old times.’ No one 
I* safe. It used to be thought that they 
didn’t shoot Jews, for so many of them are 
Jew.-* themselves. But two acquaintances 
of mine, both Jews, were shot a short time 
before I came away, and they had done 
nothing except try a little pr.vate trading. 

It Ls tortile to live in Russia in these 
t n.es. As you walk about Petrograd you 
nerer see any one laugh or smile. Men and 
women are like shadows, and little chil¬ 
dren so wasted that they seem to be all 
es. And all the time (people are disnp- 
pearng, and nobody knows what becomes 
of them. Five yeans ago Petrograd bad a 
population of 2.400,000. Xo.v there are 
scarcely 700,000." 

„ ell. then. Mr. Keeling," I said finally, 
what do you want me to pay about *it?"

Appalling outrages are general. The 
British Consul at Ekaterinburg, at the 
result of special inquiry in the Perm dis¬ 
trict, reports that the number ol 
victims totals several thousand, who were 
mostly shot. Tortures usually preceded 
the murder*. A girl aged 19, who was 
accused of espionage, was slowly pierced 
with a bayonet 13 times in the same 
wound, but is still alive. In other cases 
the victims were wounded with the 
bayonet 20 to Id time*. Forty-six priests 
out of 3U0 in the Perm district were 
killed, while 66 children were taken as 
hostages and mowed down with machine 
guns. In some cases the Bolsheviks took 
raqsom from the relatives after the vie* 
time had been secretly killed. 

M. Ducherse, formerly French Consul at 
Petrograd, who revisited Russia, reports 
that the military and civil power of the 
Bolsheviks is gleclinins, owing to suppLei 
of feeding for its followers becoming ex¬ 
hausted. Paper money is valueless. There 
are* frequent desertions. The peasant 
troops are demoralising the army. There 
is constant dissension between the Sovieti 
st Petrograd and Moscow, and in those 
provinces the peasants refuse to bring 
their stocks into the towns, and are 
biding their food.

The Red Commissaries are mostfuoiuag 
and ill-educated, and condemn people to 
death w ithout making any accusation, and 
frequently assist in the murder of the vic¬ 
tims. Starvation is giving rise to 
epidemics and the extermination of egtira 
villages. The educational system is e*- 
tirely disorganised by the Bolsheviks ap« 
pointing teachers chosen by the students. 

At a gathering at the Savoy Hotel the 
Secretary for War (Mr. Winstod 
Churchill) said that Europe was in an 
extremely critical condition. Xo one knew, 
vhat was happening in Russia, or wtat 
would be the outcome of the situation 
there, except that it would be extremely 
menacing to the world’s peace. Nor did 
any one know what would be the future 
of the Central Powers, or the burden 
cast upon Britain by their dissolution. 
Britain was to s large extent exhausted* 
and only by eburage, energy, discipline, 
snd unity could the Empire surmount the 
difficulties which beset it. 

The correspondent at Beilin of thi

man, who was Marshal von Hindenburg’s 
chief of staff, in an interview;, stated 
that unless Russian Bolshevism was 
crushed the Entente’s triumph would be 
sterile.

Westr aliens who have recently re¬ 
turned from visits to the Eastern 
States declare that Bolshevism is mak¬ 
ing strides in the cities of Sydney and 
Melbourne, and they express the opin¬ 
ion that unless the authorities deal 
with the leading agitators promptly 
and firmly there will be a sorry day 
of reckoning, not only in the Eastern 
- States, but in all Australia—the plague 
of Bolshevism, like influenza, may \>e 
expected to spread over the continent 
unless it be isolated and quarantined 
at Its headquarter*. These citizens of 


®ura may by some be looked upon as 
alarmists, or as people who, used to 
the law and order and the patriotism 
of the West* are easily affrighted by 
the hlatancy of the revolutionaries of 
the Eastern States. Unfortunately 
their alarm is only too solidly justi¬ 
fied. There are others, trained observ¬ 
ers of the Eastern p re s s, who hold 
similar views and are expressing them 
with candor at this time. The Syd¬ 
ney corre sp ondent of the “Austral - 
«t an** Is one of these. In a recent 
lane he wrote:— 

If the manifestations of Bolshevik 
activity that have broken out in 
Sydney and Newcastle stood alone, 
as something apart from the ordin¬ 
ary current of our national life, they 
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would give cause for comparatively 
little general anxiety. An open con¬ 
fession by a section of citizens of as¬ 
sociation and sympathy with Bolshe¬ 
vism might excite some such appre¬ 
hension as would be felt over the 
sodden escape from custody of a 
number of criminal lunatics, or the 
sadden a pp e a rance of a pack of 
wolves in a rural village. The 
safety of the State itself vould be 
in no way endangered. But with 
the evil thing that has now arisen 
the real danger is that it is grafted 
on to and becomes a vital part of 
a system of party politics, deve¬ 
loped to intense rigidity under the 
influence of a relentless and unrea¬ 
soning class war. Like those para¬ 
sitic growths that may be seen en¬ 
twined round the trunks of forest 
timber t rees, in our coastal districts* 
ultimately destroying the parent 
growth, and taking its place, Bolshe* 
vlsm in New South Wales, develop¬ 
ing through various stages of de¬ 
structiveness, has fastened on to the 
Labor movement, perverting its legi¬ 
timate aim* as & political force, do¬ 
minating its councils, usurping the 
powers of its leaders, and corrupting 
the mind* of those not in the habit 
of thinking for themselves. Therein 
lies the danger of this latest and 
fiercest form of anarchy. It may be 
quite true that revolutions are vio¬ 
lent In proportion to the severity of 
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lent in proportion to me seventy ot 
the evils that produce them. But 
the principle has limitations, deter¬ 
minable by temperament and by ra¬ 
cial characteristic?. 

The Sydney correspondent is amazed, 
as are we all, that Australians, with 
all their liberty and self-determina¬ 
tion, should have any time for Bolshe-

are seemingly indispensable to its de¬ 
velopment. 

Peace-loving. law-abiding, loyal 
Australians may not at first sight un¬ 
derstand how it is that a doctrine 
which elsewhere has produced ghastly 
horrors and a reign of terror, exceed¬ 
ing the worst excesses of the French 
Revolution, should find exponents and 
adherents in a land like our own. 
where the sole governing power is in 
the hands of the people themselves, 
under one of the freest constitutions 
in the world. More strange still is it 
that those who spread doctrines ab¬ 
horrent to all human instincts should 
be able openly to proclaim their awful 
gospel free from interference, and ac¬ 
tually sheltered and tacitly encourag¬ 
ed by representative industrial or¬ 
ganisations. The explanation is to be 
found in the relentiessness of the class 
war that has done so much of late to 
retard progress; also in purty an¬ 
tagonisms the direct product of that 
class war. Thus there is now before 
the world the spectacle of the Sydney 
Labor Council, a body supposed to 
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Labor Council, a body supposed to 
be representative of the higher intelli¬ 
gence in Labor circles, openly favor¬ 
ing Bolshevism. It gives the better 
class of unionist vage-eamers some¬ 
thing to think of to find that the same 
revolutionary spirits who are at the 
head of the terror-inspiring Bolshevik 
creed are identified with tha Oae Big 
Union movement. Bolshevism, in¬ 
deed. as manifested here, appears to 
have absorbed all those revolutionary 
sections in the community heretofore 
going by various names, and standing 
for enmity to all social order, all 
peaceful pursuits, even hostile to 
Christianity. Wherein it is truly Rus¬ 
sian in character and purposes, if not 
in degree of fanaticism. 

Having stated the case, the corre¬ 
spondent turns to consider the most 
effective way of meeting the menace. 
Here he # is altogether lacking in the 
punch that is required to knock out a 
terror so formidable as the growing 
Bolshevism. He says:—“Something is 
required—some movement distinctly 
representative of public sentiment in 
its Widest sense. It is thought that 


nothing short of a series of meetings 
under the auspices of all .municipal 
corporations and shire councils 
throughout the State would adequately 
meet a situation which, if allowed to 
remain without proper protest, would 
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.wuw.i niuiuuviiirupcr pruiesi, would 
assuredly not become less menacing or 
die of inanition/' It sounds like play¬ 
ing with the danger. What is wanted 
is a direct mandate from Parliament 
that this O.B.U. shall be stopped as il¬ 
legal, and that every movement mak¬ 
ing for the spread of Bolshevism shall 
be crushed by the weight of the law 
administered by a fearless Govern¬ 
ment who, where the interests of the 
people are endangered, shall be relent¬ 
less. Nothing short of this will 
satisfy a people who are tired of 
troubles fomented by agitators who 
are Huns in propaganda and in spirit 
whatever they may be in nationality.

In 
the palmy days of the London plague, 
when anxious relatives were ready to 
heave the corpses out of the window, 
and the fastest message was carried 
on foot, patrols of the kind were pos¬ 
sibly excusable. But in these days, 
when the telephone operator only oc¬ 
casionally sleeps on duty, it is absurd 
to have recourse to theatrical methods 
of this character, which would excite 
the envy of the fetish man' of a pagan 
tribe laying his ‘curse of death* upon 
some erring savage. It is reason¬ 
able to suppose, of course, that a pro¬ 
portion of the Sydneyites, plagued in 
their sleep by the heavy morning foot¬ 
fall of the tired patrol, may have hu¬ 
mor and grace enough to invite the 
patrol in for a drink, but in relation 
to many persons of sensitive and 
imaginative temperament, Sydney's 
patrols may conceivably do a great 
deal more harm than good. The argu¬ 
ment of the Sydney theatrical mana¬ 
gers that ‘elsewhere where the disease 
has broken out panic has been the 
chief ingredient making for a high 
mortality rate’ has more than a com¬ 
mercial ‘point* in it.”

Bolsheviks Progressing. 

(Published in "The Time*.") 

PETROGRAD, Friday. 

The rapid epraud of civil war in all part* of 
Russia reveals the steady progress of Bolshev¬ 
ism. There are signs of disintegration every¬ 
where. Fighting and disorders are pending in 
Siberia, where a struggle for the restoration of 
law and order ir» expected; but the Siberian 
Soviets are siding with limn'd Government. 
Largo bodies of Bolshevik troops have been 
sent to strengthen the Soviet’s hands. 

The Ukraine is gradually coming under Bol¬ 
shevik influence. The Soviets have organised. 
The Ituda is dissolved. A portion of the Uk¬ 
raine troops and supporter* of the Rada are put¬ 
ting up a fight against the Bolshevik legions, 
which are progressing in all directions. 

The dispute between the Petrograd Soviet and 
the Ukraine is chiefly on the question whether 
the latter shall help the Bolsheviks or Cossacks. 

The Polish rising at Mohileff is further com¬ 
plicating the situation. 

The Roumanian news is conflicting. It is re 
ported that the Bolsheviks are attempting to ad¬ 
vance on Jassy. 

Thcro is an enormous influx of liberated Aus- 
tro-German Jews, chiefly from Turkestan and 
Siberia. There are 40.000 in Petrograd alone, 
hungrily wandering the streets and struggling 
for a share of the scanty food. They are im¬ 
bibing Bohdievik doctrines, but declare that f 
a German revolution is achieved it will not 
imitate the Russian chaos. 
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
